"Mama Pete” is not the 
name of a new restaurant in 
the foothill community. .She’s 
a frustrated kindergarten 
teacher who, without formal 
education, became a mothi*r 
to an unknown number of 
pre-schoolers by opening her 
home to small children here 
in Sierra Madre over throe 
decades ago. 

Marjorie Peterson has al¬ 
ways seemed to be in the 
middle of a group .af chil¬ 
dren even before she started 
her scho d in January of 
1544. She had cared for chil¬ 
dren as a favor to their 

mothers, primal ily for 
parorits of playmates of her 
four-year-old daughter and 
seven-vcar-old son that year. 

But when a forest ranger's 
wife inquired around town 

about who would be the be.'t 
person to care for her baby, 
everyone said "Marjorie 
Peterson.” 

It was as easy ns that. 

She took in the infant for 

$2 a day for 10 hours and 
soon everyone was knocking 
an Marjorie’s door. 

She had 1C to 12 babies 
at once. There were three 
shifts during WWII and 
their ages wore anywhere 


from .3 months to 7 years. 
Then after those busy days 
during the war some chil¬ 
dren stayed on liecause their 
mothers continued to work 
in the crafts that had been 
designated to men before the 
war. The women had taken 
the jobs while the men 
fought the war and con 
tinucxl on in their jobs. 

And Marjorie continued to 
care for their children. 

But the Peterson home 
seemed almost too small for 
the numbers of children 
staying every day so they 
built a school in back of 
their home and put an apart¬ 
ment above to rent out. 

School ran along .smoothly 
and is still running along 
smoothly to this day, 36 
years later. 

How can anyone choose 
from these numbers the most 
memorable child? Marjorie 
Peterson can. 

Quickly she answers 
"Little Joe." The 3-year-old 
child looked like a 16-month- 
old Infant because he was a 
midget and he had been 
tested as uneducable. 

Three years later after 
Marjorie got hold of him, the 
child tested normal In all 


ways but hand and eye co¬ 
ordination which was preb- 
ably much attrlbtitable be¬ 
cause of his size. 

"The child had no growth 
hormones in his body and It 
was Imperative for hi a 
parents to prove he was edu- 
cable before the government 
would give them a grant for 
hormone growth shots to br 
administered. Ho was obvi¬ 
ously bright because of the 
way he rode his tricycle. He 
managed to ride behind the 
tricycle and push the wheels 
to go. Had he been .unedu¬ 
cable, he would not have 
figur^ that out so quickly." 
Marjor'c responded. 

When he was 6 years old 
he left her care, and he was 
36 Inches tall and weighed 
21 pounds, she remembers 

Marjorie hired her first 
helper In 1951, then added 
another In 1969. Three yean; 
ago she hired more people 
sc that now she has four 
full-time teachers’ aides, two 
substitutes and, of course, 
the housekeeper and cook 
who came in 1972 and just 
never left. 

When she first started her 
school, Marjorie remembers

Subcommittees and ad¬ 
visory bodies of state boards and commissions will be re¬ 
quired to meet in the open, announced in advance, except 
in emergencies. 

All new members of state boards and commissions will 
be given copies of the open-meeting law so they will know 
what requirements they must follow. 

The bill will also allow elected local government bodies, 
such as city councils and county boards of supervisors, fo 
require that all their members and ell members of their 
appointed local govenment bodies be given copies of the 
law. 

State board of commission members who knowingly 
violate the open-meeting laws will be subject to misde¬ 
meanor penalties under the Keene bill, just as local gov¬ 
ernment officials or state legislators who knowingly viol ate 
the law already are. 

The boards and commissions themseves, like local gov 
ernments artd the Legislature itself, are already required fo 
meet in the open in most casos.

The collision of those two 
plates is Thought to ha-/e 
sparked the Mount St. 
Helens eruptions. 'The Pacific 
plate, sinking under the 
western edge of the North 
American continent, melt.vl 
and emerged dong "hot 
spots” as explo.sively active 
volcanoes. 

Geologists are so con¬ 
cerned that other Cascade 
mountains may erupt, Pip 
kin says, that some of the 
mountain.s are now eonstanl- 
ly monitored. 

Concern aboi.it additional 
eruptions in the Cascades is 
also prompting geologists to 
suggest that local govern¬ 
ments prohibit or rontrtr!

The information 
provider! on the application 
is confidential end will be 
used only tnr the purpose of 
determining eligibility for 
meals or milk. 

In certain cases, foster 
children are also eligible tor 
these benefits. If a family 
has foster children living 
with them and wishes to ap¬ 
ply for such meals and milk 
fer them, the family should 
contact the school. 

Under the provisions of 
the policy, Pasadena Unified 
School District, Dept, of 
Food Services, will review 
applications and determine 
eligibility. If parents are dis¬ 
satisfied with the ruling of 
the offlclnl. they mav wish 
to discuss the decision with 
the determining official on 
an informal basis. If they 
wish to make a formal ap¬ 
peal, they may make a re¬ 
quest either orally or In

that It was more or less Just 
baby-sitting. Gradually she 
began teaching children the 
alphabet, then numbers and 
phonics, and then followed 
handcraft.s. 

Before she realized what 
she was doing, her school 
had become a kindergarten 
base. They leant to cook, 
swim and sew, as well as 
cut and paste. 

Now she keeps a file of 
ideas and swaps with 
teachers and other friends. 

How does she divide the 
children in such a diversi¬ 
fied group? By ability of 
course, by the amount of 
help a child needs. 

•‘A lot of things happen 
on the spur of the moment.” 
she laughs, remembering the 
other dav in the extreme 
heat when her husband had 
the children running through 
the sprinkler. That cooled 
bodies as well as tempers. 

Her husband, "Papa Pete,” 


as the children call him. ic 
now the maintenance man 
since his retirement, makes 
all the equipment and help.s 
in immeasurable ways, she 
says. "I couldn’t run the 
school without him.” He also 
built the doll house and the 
red bam for the rabbits, 
parakeet, mouse, seven tor- 
tises and two crabs. 

“When we take a vacation, 
my helpers get along with¬ 
out me better than they do 
without my husband,” she 
maintains. 

“Actually even though I’m 
a frustrated school teacher. 
I think this school has 
worked out better. It gave 
my children the advantage 
of growing up In a big 
family since we used to have 
eight children who stayed 24 
hours a day. Now we only 
have day school, however.” 


Her school children are 
well Into second generations 
with three children now 
whose parents also attended 
her pre-school plus at least 
12 second generations. 

There are 69 children oi'. 
the waiting list. In fact, 
eight children aren’t even 
born yet. “Mothers - to - be 
come In and put their future 
babies on the list,” she 
shakes her head In wonder 
at her success.

Orrell’s store is only 11 
months old and it appears 
to be a success story even 
though it’s a neophyte store. 

How did she get started? 

She sa.vs she just got tired 
of working for .someone else 
and decided she wanted to 
be the bos.s. About this time 
last year she helped a wo¬ 
man friend open a dress 
shop. It was so much fun, 
she sa.vs, she realized she 
didn’t want to return to 


being a bookeeper again. 

But she had to convince 
her husband that a children’s 
clothing shop would work In 
Sierra Madre. Eight months 
later after discussions with a 
small hiusiness association, 
her husband Dave agreed. 

Then she had a chance to 
rent her present location so 
she quit her bookkeeping 
Job.
